No Easy Outs 

Former War Mobllizer James F. Byrnes sums up the 
debt and taxation picture of the Federal government in 
a chilling light.

"We have ships and' guns, and men 
t5o rhan both ships and guns, but we 
ai;'e ;Shbrt of nien to man the ship- 
yards,", said Lt. p: D. Kristich, Navy 
Yard liason officer with the . U. S. 
Civil Sfervice Commission at the re- 
gional headquarters in Chicago. 

"Latest reports show that the des- 
perate Japanese, with their suicide 
planes and boats, have sunk several of 
our warships .off Okinawa," said Lt. 
Kristfch, "Tliere is nothing wo can do 
about the ships' that have been sunk, 
but we can do a lot for the ones that 
have been damaged. A ship in the 
yards is a dead ship so far as the 
enemy is. concerned. We must repair 
them quickly (and get them back on 
the line." - 

He called attention to the cruiser, 
Birmingham, recently returned to ser- 
vice. "It could have been back seven 
days sooner if we could have had 
niore electricians, sheetmetal workers 
and machinists," he said. 

The War Manpower commission has 
given a No. 1 priority for all workers 
who go ito the 14th Naval District 
shipyards. The Navy pays union wa- 
ges, all transportation and provides 
low cost, housing. 

That these shipyard jobs are not to 
be considered temporary was indi- 
cated by a statement from Admiral 
P. G/Orisp, director, division of shore 
establishments civilian personnel: 

"Civilian workers considering em- 
ployment at West Coast Naval estab- 
lishments miay be assured that activity 
here will be continued at b very high 
level for a long period of time in the 
future." 

He pointed put that America will 
end- the war with approxihiately 5,500 
ships, of which 2,200— or 24,000 
tons-r-will -be fast, modem Victories, 
tankers and C-type vessels. 

There will be a post-war fleet of 1,- 
191 combat ships, according to plans 
recently submitted to Congress. Such 
a fleet would be almost three times 
the size of the pre-war fighting fleet.
